WHAT WAGES WERE IN 1800. 
From McMaster’s History of the 
United States: 
The condition of 
the wage class of that day may be 
well examined; it is full of instruc­ 
tion for social agitators. 
In the 
great 
cities 
unskilled workmen 
were hired by the (Jay, bought 
their own food and found their 
own lodgings. 
But in the country, 
on the farms, or wherever a hand 
was employed on some public work, 
they were fed and lodged by the 
employer and given a few- dollars a 
month. 
On the 
Pennsylvania 
canals the diggers|ate the coarsest 
diet, were housed in the rudest 
sheds, and paid $6 a month from 
May to November, and $5 a month 
trom November to May. 
Hod car­ 
ries and 
mortar mixers, diggers 
and choppers, who, trom 1793 to 
1800 labored on the public build­ 
ings 
and cut 
the streets and 
avenues of Washington City re­ 
ceived $70 a ypar; or, if they wish­ 
ed $60 for all the work they could 
perform from March 1st to Decem­ 
ber 20th. 
The hours of work were 
invariably from sunrise to sunset. 
Wages at Albany and New York 
were 3s, or, as money then went, 
40c a day; at Lancaster, $b to $10 
a month, els* where in Pennsylvan­ 
ia workmen were content with $6 
in summer and $5 in winter. 
At 
Baltimore men were glad to be 
hired a *18d a day. 
None by the 
month « 'tad more than $6. 
At 
Frederickburg the price of labor 
was from $5 to $J. 
In Virginia 
white men employed by the year 
were given £ 16 currency; slaves, 
when hired, were clothed and their 
masters paid £ 1 a month, 
A pound 
Virginia money was, in Federal 
money, $3.33. 
The average rate 
of wages the land over was, there­ 
fore, $65 a year, with food and 
perhaps lodging. 
Out of this 
small sum 
the workman must, 
with his wife’s help, maintain his 
family.

In 1856 out of a total of $641,9 04,- 
850 of our foreign commerce $182,- 
268,2<4 were carried 
in American 
v essels and $150,336 ,57 6 in foreign 
v essels. Thus of the total imports 
and ex ports a little ov er 75 per cent. 
(75.02) were carried under our flag. 
TUis proportion, with some unim­ 
portant fluctuations, has steadily de­ 
creased, until for the 
y ear ending 
June 30, 1887, out of nearly fifteen 
hundred millions imports and ex ports, 
less than two hundred millions, and 
less than 14 per cent., were carried 
under the United States flag. 
About 
thirty y ears ago the total merchant 
marme of the United States, in round 
numbers then about 5, 300,000 tons 
ex ceeded that of the mother country 
ov er 150,000 tons. 
A large number 
of American v essels were sold to 
foreigners during the civ il war, and 
the total tonnage of the United States 
to-day is only 5,131,135 tons, while 
the British total, just published, is 
7,361,818. Of this (to show how 
steam is superseding the sailing craft), 
only 3,39 6,516 was sail and $3,9 65,- 
302 was steam tonnage. 


The completion of the railroad be­ 
tween Portland, 
Oregon, and San 
Francisco, is hailed with pleasure by 
the people of that section, and no 
less by tourists. The fav orite route 
now with tourists is by way of the 
Southern Pacific or the Atchison to 
Los Angeles and San Diego. An at­ 
tempt to div ert tbe tide of trav el to 
the Central Pacific resulted in failure 
this winter. 
But three-quarters of 
those who go to southern California 
pay a v isit to San Francisco, and re­ 
turn either by the Central or North­ 
ern Pacific.

“ Mr President: It is with great re­ 
luctance that we intrude upon y o'i 
this morning. We appreciate the aw­ 
ful responsibilities of y our position, 
and do not forget that the v ery life of 
the nation is in y our hands. 
But, 
Mr. President, the people of the great 
loy al North are at y our back, and 
they are pray ing, sir, that y our life may 
be spared, and that y ou may be giv en 
strength to carry this war through to 
a successful issu« .”

In 
all honor, settled the matter for good, a* this one 
point was all that was raised ; and Mrs. Veon 
surety was ladylike about it, as she simply stated 
that his conclusions were erroneous (as they 
were.) Some would have used a harsher term 
all things considered (we letters in Dtspetb), 
This, Mrs. Veon did, because of what all would 
consider a compulsory order from Mr. F lo 
teachers to use no other book than Smith's Prim­ 
er, and cihug law for the same.

1 resident Cleveland’s last annual 
message is called a free trade docu­ 
ment, and, as the terms goes, it is 
for free trade.

WHAT WAGES WERE IN 1800. 
From McMaster’s History of the 
United States: 
The condition of 
the wage class of that day may be 
well examined; it is full ot instruc­ 
tion for social agitators. 
In the 
great 
cities 
unskilled workmen 
were hired by the Jay, bought 
their own food and found their 
own lodgings. 
But in the country, 
on the farms, or wherever a hand 
was employed on some public work, 
they were fed and lodged bj- the 
employer and given a few dollars a 
month. 
On the 
Pennsylvania 
canals the diggers|ate the coarsest 
diet, were housed in the rudest 
sheds, and paid $6 a month from 
May to November, and $5 a month 
from November to May. 
Hod car­ 
ries and mortar mixers, diggers 
and choppers, who, from 1793 to 
1800 labored on the public build­ 
ings 
and cut 
the streets and 
avenues of Washington City re­ 
ceived $70 a ypar; or, if they wish 
cd $60 for all the work they could 
perform from March 1st to Decem­ 
ber 20th. 
The hours of work were 
invariably from sunrise to sunset. 
Wages at Albany and New York 
were 3s, or, as money then went 
40c a day; at Lancaster, $8 to $10 
a month, eK, where in Pennsylvan­ 
ia workmen were content with $6 
in summer and $5 in winter. 
At 
Baltimore men were glad to be 
hired a l8 d a d av . 
None by the 
month H-k^d more than $6. 
At 
Frederickburg the price of labor 
was from $5 to $J. 
In Virginia 
white men employed by the year 
were given £16 currency; slaves, 
when hired, were clothed and their 
masters paid £1 a month. 
A pound 
Virginia money was, in Federal 
money, $3.33. 
The average rate 
of wages the land over was, there­ 
fore, $65 a year, with food and 
perhaps lodging. 
Out of this 
small sum the workman must, 
with his wife’s help, maintain his 
family.

manufacturers 
aud 
American labor to fight their own 
battles, unaided 
by 
goverment 
favor. 
This is Clevclandism, and 
it is what Democrats do not care 
to discuss. 
They know’ that it is 
their funeral, and yet they do not 
like to look at tho cor|>se. 
The 
Republican party openly and with­ 
out reserve declares itself the cham­ 
pion of the former policy. 
It be­ 
lieves rn protection ior protection’s 
sake, and it says frankly and in 
unmistakable terms. 
Upon one side or the other of 
the line thus drawn must the people 
of this country range themselves at 
the next presidential election. 
It 
ought not to be so much a question 
of party, as of honesty and prin­ 
ciple. 
If there are those in the 
Republican party who believe in 
tariff for revenue only—Cleveland- 
lsui—let them get out of the party 
—they are out of place in it. 
On 
the other hand, protectionists have 
no business in the Democratic 
party—they, too, are out of place.

WHAT WAGES WERE IN 1800. 
From McMaster’s History of the 
United States: 
The condition of 
the wage class of that day may be 
well examined; it is full of instruc­ 
tion for social agitators. 
In the 
great 
cities 
unskilled workmen 
were hired by tile Jay, bought 
their own food and found their 
own lodgings. 
But in the country, 
on the farms, or wherever a hand 
was employed on some public work, 
they were fed and lodged by the 
employer and given a few’ dollars a 
mouth, 
On the 
Pennsylvania 
canals the diggers|ate the coarsest 
diet, were housed in the rudest 
sheds, and paid $6 a month from 
May to November, and $5 a month 
from November to May. 
Hod car­ 
ries and 
mortar mixers, diggers 
and choppers, who, from 1793 to 
1800 labored on the public build­ 
ings 
and cut 
the streets and 
avenues of Washington City re­ 
ceived $70 a ypar; or, if they wish­ 
ed $60 for all the work they could 
perform from March 1st to Decem­ 
ber 20th. 
The hours of work were 
invariably from sunrise to sunset. 
Wages at Albany and New York 
were 3s, or, as money then went, 
40c a day; at Lancaster, $8 to $10 
a month, el . where in Pennsylvan­ 
ia workmen were content with $6 
in summer aud $5 in winter. 
At 
Baltimore men were glad to be 
hired a lSd ad ay. 
None by the 
month 
more than $6. 
At 
Frederiokburg the price of labor 
was from $5 to $J. 
In Virginia 
white men employed by the year 
were given .£16 currency; slaves, 
when hired, wrere clothed and their 
masters paid £1 a month. 
A pound 
Virginia money was, in Federal 
money, $3.33. 
The average rate 
of wages the land over was, there­ 
fore, $65 a year, with food and 
perhaps lodging. 
Out of this 
small sum 
the workman must, 
with his wife’s help, maintain his 
family.

Bogota, the capital of our name­ 
sake, the United States of Columbia, 
has now nearly a hundred thousand 
inhabitants, and, 
being over eight 
thousand feet above the level of the 
sea, it enjoys a climate similar to 
what the climate of Xew England 
would be if the year consisted oftwelv 
Septembers. 
The boys of Bogota go 
to school at six in the morning, after 
a breakfast of a roll and a cup of cof­ 
fee. 


There seems to be some prospect 
that the Canadian fish commissioner 
will re tu rn to Washington after vaca­ 
tion less inexorable in his demands 
and inclined to concede something for 
the sake of a settlem ent of the con­ 
troversy between the government and 
the Dominion. 
W hat has caused this 
change, if one has really taken place, 
is obscure, but very likely the home 
government has been bringing som e 
influence to bear. 


The United States supreme court 
has just decided a life insurance case 
wherethe lower courtheld the insurance 
company not liable because the insured 
had vicious habits and was proved to 
have had delirium tremens some days 
prior to his death. This decision is 
reversed, the supreme court holding 
that delirium tremens is not positive 
proof of vicious habits, and 
that 
death cannot be said to be the result 
of delirium existing three days prior.

New discoveries 
of gold deposits 
fontinue to be reported from alm ost 
every part of the world. 
It is now 
regarded as a settled fact that the 
Alaska mines are not only worth 
working, but exceptionally rich. Late 
advices from Australia indicate large 
discoveries ol the auriferous metal in 
locations where existence was not sus­ 
pected when there was a grand rush 
of gold seekers to that country some 
thirty odd years ago. 
In the region 
recently acquired by Germany, on the 
south west coast of Africa, enormous­ 
ly rich gold fields are said to have 
been found. 
Indeed, the interior of 
Southern Africa is believed to be one 
vast gold field. 


In 1856 out of a total of $641,904,- 
850 of our foreign commerce $482,- 
268,274 were carried 
in American 
vessels and $159,336,576 in foreign 
vessels. Thus of the total im ports 
and exports a little over 75 per cent. 
(75.02) were carried under our flag. 
ThiR proportion, with 
some unim­ 
portant fluctuations, has steadily de­ 
creased, until for the 
year ending 
June 30, 1887, out of nearly fifteen 
hundred millions imports and exports, 
less than two hundred millions, and 
less than i4 per cent., w’ere carried 
under the United States flag. 
About 
thirty years ago the to ta l merchant 
marine of the United States, in round 
numbers then about 5, 300,000 tons 
exceeded that of the mother country 
over 150,000 tons. 
A large number 
of American vessels were 
sold 
to 
foreigners during the civil war, and 
the totwi tonnage of the United States 
to day is only 5,131.135 tons, while 
the British total, just published, is 
7,361,818. 
Of 
this (to show how' 
steam is superseding the sailing craft), 
only 3,396,510 was sail and $3,905,- 
302 was steam tonnage. 


The completion of the railroad be­ 
tween Portland, 
Oregon, and San 
Francisco, is hai led with pleasure by 
the people of that section, and no 
less by tourists. 
The favorite route 
now with tourists is by way oi the 
Southern Pacific or the Atchison to 
Los Angeles and San Diego. 
An a t­ 
tem pt to divert the tide of travel to 
the Central Pacific resulted in failure 
this winter. 
But three-quarters of 
those who go to southern California 
pay a visit to San Francisco, and re­ 
turn either by the Central or North­ 
ern Pacific. 
By the latter route they 
were compelled to go by steamer to 
Portland or Puget Sound ports, in 
order to avoid the stage riding over 
the Siskiyou Mountains. 
With the 
Oregon road now open the majority 
ot tourists will not miss this superb 
scenery, but they will go through to 
Portland, and from there will take 
the Northern Pacific for the East. 
This new road, in fact, is typical of 
the marvelously rapid development 
of the Pacific Coast, and it is also 
an earnest of the great changes and 
the ewift progress that the next decade 
will witness.

Sixty thousand admission tickets had 
l>een issued, and the cathedral was packed, 
The pope entered a t 3:30. followed by the 
cardinals in procession.

The pope blessed nil present 
and left the cathedral a t 11 a. in., the

expressed himself to a deputation from 
parliam ent as l»eing highly satisfied with 
the sm oothness of the ceremony, which; he 
said, was the best proof of the people's 
liberty a t Rome. 
Forty-eight cardinals and tw enty-three 
nrchbisho|>s and bishopswere present a t the 
mass, and it is estim ated th a t there were 
30,000 persons in the audience.

pastorial ring, presented by the Austrian 
archdukes. 
His tia ra was covered with a 
thousand |>earls. 
The chalice used hr his 
holiness was the gift of the king of P o rtu ­ 
gal, and the golden plate used in the ser­ 
vice was a present from tiue*n Victoria.

I 
am not, nor have I ever been, a candidate 
for any office, and am n o t a disappointed 
minister. 
1 have received more,honor and 
more recognition from the M‘ E. church 
since I took this step th a n I have de­ 
served. 


Disastrous Railroad Accidents. 
The winter season has opened with sev­ 
eral 
very serious 
railroad 
accidents, 
though w ithout great loss of life. 
On S at­ 
urday Dec. 31, two train s collided on the 
New York, Pennsylvania A Ohio railway 
five miles west of Meadville, Pa. 
Both trains were over two hours late, 
and the express being entitled to the right 
of way. 
The freight was running w ithout 
orders, simply taking it for granted th a t 
the express was in. 
Both engineers and 
firemen of the two colliding engines were 
crushed between the iron ruins, the m an­ 
gled bodies of Engineer Swan and Fireman 
Humes pinned to death, just as they were 
on the point of leaping from their engines. 
The scenes were very horrible, bu t very 
much like others with which every reader 
is familiar. 
The following is a list of 
killed. Engineer E. P Swan. Meadville, en­ 
gineer William Googe. Meadville; fireman 
A rthur Irwin, Meadville; fireman Edward 
Humes, Cambridge. Ohio; William H. Ste­ 
phenson. Toledo, Ohio, passenger on the 
train. 
The list of wounded is long, but 
uone are likely to result fatally. 
Two fast mail trains (Number 1 and 2) 
met whilst running a t full speed Saturday, 
Dec.3 let, ab o u t twelve miles below Somer­ 
set, and caused a frightful casualty. 
The 
accident was caused by conductor and en­ 
gineer misreading their orders. 
They are 
both amongst the oldest employes. 
None 
of the passengers were injured. On the 
South-bound train the baggage m aster and 


mail agent was killed. On the north-bound 
train the baggage m aster was killed and 
the fireman badly injured. The mail and 
baggage cars were destroyed and the sm ok­ 
ing cars of both trains are badly damaged.

the reply fell into the hands of Billings. 
The latter even went so far as to prepare 
note* of hand filed out. 
conveying all 
Kingsley's property to himself. 
D is be­ 
lieved t h a t on the day of the shooting ftil 
ling* went to Kingsley’s office to try by 
blackmail to get him to put his signature 
to the notes. The evidence a* to the black­ 
mail and forgerie* wa* direct, but theie 
was no witness to the shooting, and th a t 
p art will have to be proven by circum­ 
sta n tia l evidence.

progress and prosperity ol the whole South 
th an ever before in the same length of 
time. 
There is scarcely a single line of 
manufacturing 
or mining 
business in 
which the number of new enterprises re­ 
ported during 1887 is no t more than twice 
as large os in 1886. Of the fourteen South­ 
ern states there are only four in which the 
capital invested in new enterprises is no t 
double the am ou nt invested last year. 
In 
cotton manufacturing there has been great 
activity, and seventy-seven new mills have 
been projected, which is the larg<ut num ­ 
ber of new mills ever reported iu one year. 
The industries of the South are fie mg 
greatly diversified, as well a* increased. 
This year the am o un t of capital employed 
is $256,298,000. against $129,226,000 in 
1886.

Iowa 
Registration Law Declared 
Unconstitutional; 
Judge Stoneman, of the superior court 
a t Cedar Rapids. Iowa, declaredthe registry 
law unconstitutional. The regintrr l a w was 
paused by the last legislature and wa* 
somewhat similar to the one governing the 
regietiation of voter* in Illinois. The ease 
wa* one brought by Col. Clark vs. the elec­ 
tion judge of the Fifth ward of th a t city, 
who wa* refused the privilege of voting on 
election day, he not having registered. The 
com plainant averred th a t during the time 
when under the law he might otherwise 
have become registered he was necessarily 
absent a t Des Moines in attendance upon 
the United State* < ircuit Court in which he 
was practicing attorney. 
The defendant 
demurred to the plaintiff's petition. 
The 
dem urrer raised the question of the consti­ 
tutio nality ot the registry act. 
The decis­ 
ion of unconstitutionabty which was ren­ 
dered, wa* based upon a Massachusetts 
case, Capen vs. Foster, 12 Bickering 485, 
and similar caae* in Pennsylvania, Ohio, 
Michigan, Wisconsin, Nebraska ami Ore­ 
gon and the court holding th a t with these 
decisions the legislature could enact no 
law which would deprive a voter of his con­ 
stitution al right. 


Rough on Could and Sage. 
District Attorney M artine of New York, 
filed the following m em orandum in the 
m atter of the charges made against Jay 
Gould and Russell Huge by the bond-hold­ 
ers of the Kau#a* Pacific railroad: 
This is an application to present to the 
grand jure a charge of 
larceny against 
.Jay Gould and Ru**ell Sage, under Sec.54, 
of the Penal Code. 
In my opinion the 
act*, the commission ol which the defend­ 
an ts stand charg d. constitute a 
crime. 
A possible obstacle to a successful prose­ 
cution of the person* complained of is the 
s ta tu te of limitation* 
Yet 
there are 
strong reasons for believeing th a t this ob­ 
stacle is n o t insurmountable. The Rtatute 
under which it is sought to prosecute may 
be so constructed us to enable the people 
to proceed, notw ithstandingthe statu te 
of limitation*, and such a construction 
would h nvcsupport in reason and common 
eonse. 
The question is so close and the 
interest* involved here as well of the peo­ 
ple a* of the defendants are so im p o rtan t 
it seems proper to leave the determ ination 
of this question of law to the courts, and 
in order to effect this result the facts 
should be laid belore the grand jury, and 
if proven an indictm ent found and tried.

The wettest year since 1870 was 
1881, and the dryest 1886. the to ta ls be­ 
ing 39.16 and 22.99 inches respectively.

Upper Berths of Sleepers. 
The Minnesota railroad commissioners 
have isnued an order relative to the closing 
of the upper berth* in sleeping cars, con­ 
cerning which a notice wa* sent out to 
railroad companies some time ago. 
Ths 
order is as follows 
Whereas, the custom prevails upon cer­ 
tain railroad* upon which sleeping cars are 
run and operated within the Ftate of Min­ 
nesota, of lowering the upper berths of 
such sleeping car* and fastening them 
down, to the discomfort and inconvenience 
of the occupant# of the lower berths, n o t­ 
w ithstandingthe fact th at the upper berths 
are not required for use; now.therefore.it is 
ordered and determined that, on and alter 
the first day of Ja n u a ry next, each upper 
berth in any sleeping car, run or ofierated 
upon any railroad within this state, shall 
be and remain closed whenever the berth 
beneath the same shall be occupied by a 
passenger, until such upper berth shall l>e 
needed for actunl occupancy by some o th ­ 
er passenger present and requiring the 
same; provided th a t the bed in the upper 
berth shall be made ready for occupancy, 
and such lierth then elevated and closed 
until needed for actual occupancy, or it 
shall be lowered and fastened down a t the 
option of the tak er of the lower Perth. 
And provided also, th a t a copy of this o r­ 
der, plainly printed in the Engliah lan­ 
guage. shall be kept posted in each end of 
each and every such car, and in a place 
convenient to be read by persons entering 
or leaving the same.

miles 
of 
territory have been 
planted 
with 
tree* 
since 
attention

called to the matter by the govern­ 
ment. The total value ot the trees ia 
now estimated at four times the or­ 
iginal cost, and am ounts to over 
$>2,000,000. All varieties of deciduous 
trees have been cultivated, and with 
signal success. 
That is the kind of 
tree culture that this country needs. 
A few hundred shade trees, set out 
here and there in isolated localities, 
are good as far as they go, but as % 
future source of timber supply would 
be but a trifle compared with the de­ 
mand. If it is such a source ol profit in 
Belgium there is no reason why it 
should not be as valuable in this 
country. The time required in watch­ 
ing the young trees and caring tor 
them until 
they 
have reached 
a 
growth that warrants their future 
success am ounts to but very little, 
and the financial return would abund­ 
antly compensate thearboricul turist.

ber of new mills ever reported iu one year. 
The industries of the South are being 
greatly diversified, as well as increased. 
This year the am ount of capital employed 
is $256,21(8,000, against $ 129,226,000 in

D isastrous Railroad Accidents. 
The winter season has opened with sev­ 
eral 
very serious 
railroad 
accidents, 
though without great loss of life. 
On S at­ 
urday Dec. 31, two trains collided on the 
New York, Pennsylvania A Ohio railway 
five miles west of Meadville, Pa. 
Both trains were over two hours late, 
and the express being entitled to the right 
of w»y. 
The freight was running without 
orders, simply taking it for granted that 
the express was in. 
Both engineers and 
firemen of the two colliding engines were 
crushed between the iron ruins, the man­ 
gled bodies of Engineer Swan and Fireman 
Huuies pinned to death, just as they were 
on the point of leaping from their engines. 
The scenes were very horrible, but very 
much like others with which every reader 
i* familiar. 
The following is a list of 
killed. Engineer E. P Sw an. Mead Ville; en­ 
gineer William Googe Meadville; fireman 
Arthur Irwin, Meadville; fireman Edward 
Humes, Cambridge, Ohio; William H. Ste­ 
phenson. Toledo, Ohio, passenger on the 
train. 
The list of wounded is long, but 
none are likely to result fatally. 
Two fast mail trains (Number I nnd 2) 
met whilst running at full speed Saturday, 
Dec.31 et, about twelve miles below Somer­ 
set, and caused a frightful casualty. The 
accident was caused by conductor and en­ 
gineer misreading their orders. They are 
both amongst the oldest employes. 
None 
of the passengers were injured. On the 
South-bound train th* baggage m aster and

The maximum tein|>erature last 
year was 94 deg. and the minimum 36 be­ 
low zero. 
The dates were Ju ly

The total precipita­ 
tion for the the year was 25.85 inches; the 
norm al is 3.15 inches greater—th at is, 
there was th at much deficiency for last 
year. 
The wettest year since 1870 was 
1881, and the dryest 1886, the totals be­ 
ing 39.16 and 22.99 inches respectively.

Whsn in 1882, during a period of ext ra 
ordinary activity, 11,568 miles of new 
road were built, it was generally believed 
that these figures would not again be 
equaled. 
A recapitulation o! the construction in 
• tile different sections of the country shows 
th at the greater part of this prodigious in­ 
crease of railways has taken place in 
A KEW W ESTE IIN STATES. 
New England and New York contribute 
scarcely anything to the grand total, the 
great Middle states a very little and the ad­ 
ditions in the Southern states not as large 
as many anticipated, although A labam a 
presents a fine record with over 500 miles; 
Georgia adds 230 miles, 
Florida nearly 
200,and Kentucky and North Carolina each 
a little less than that. The North western 
states, including Michigan, Illinois, Iowa 
aud Minnesota, have ebown very consid­ 
erable activity, but the great rush of rail­ 
way building has been in the central belt 
west of the Missouri river.

Upper Berths of Sleepers. 
The Minnesota railroad commissioners 
have issued an order relative to the closing 
cif the upper berths in sleeping cars, con­ 
cerning which a notice wa* sent out to 
railroad companies some time ago.

Whereas, the custom prevails upon cer­ 
tain railroads upon which sleeping cars are 
run and operated within the State of Min­ 
nesota, of lowering the upper berths of 
such sleeping cars and fas’ening them 
down, to thediscom fortand inconvenience 
of the occupants of the lower berths, not­ 
withstanding the fact that the upper berths 
are not required for use; now.therefore.it in 
ordered ami determined that, on and after 
the first day of Janu ary next, each upper 
berth in any sleeping car, run or operated 
upon any railroad within this state, shall 
be and remain closed whenever the berth 
beneath the sam e shall lie occupied by a 
passenger, until such upper berth shall be 
needed for actual occupancy by some oth­ 
er passenger present and requiring the 
same; provided that the bed in the upper 
berth shall be made ready for occupancy, 
and such berth then elevated and closed 
until needed for actual occupancy, or it 
shall be lowered and fastened down at tho 
option of the taker of the lower berth. 
And provided also, that a copy of this or­ 
der, plainly printed in the English lan­ 
guage, shall he kept posted in each end of 
each and every such car, and in a place 
convenient to be read by persons entering 
or leaving the Bame.

Something of Modern Greece. 
From the Contemporary Review. 
Greece, including the area ceded in 
1881, comprises about 25,000 square 
miles of territory, inhabited by about 
2,000,000 people. The population is 
thus only about eighty to the square 
mile. Of the total area one-half may 
be treated as uncultivated, (though 
much of it is capable of cultivation,) 
consisting of pasture lands and moun­ 
tains; one-seventh consists of forests, 
while the balance, five-fourteenths of 
the whole, is cultivated. Tobacco, cot­ 
ton, vines, cereals and olives form the 
principal crops. There are no manu­ 
factures of any importance, and the 
prosperity of the country may there­ 
fore be said to be wholly dependent 
on 
agriculture—that 
is, 
on 
the 
fineness 
of the season 
and 
the 
maintenance of the prince of produce. 
Last year, for instance, the currant 
crop, which is exported to an average 
value of nearly £2,000,000, was ruin­ 
ed by excessive rain, and the actual 
export is said to have been less than 
the average by nearly one-half. Olive 
oil js exported to the average value of 
£250,000 and the only other exports 
of importance are wine, zinc arui lead. 
rl he average gross value of imports 
and exports amount, roughly speaking, 
to £4,000,000 and £2,OCK),OOO re­ 
spectively. Sixty-two per cent. of the 
whole population are engaged cit her in 
agriculture or in the care of flocks and 
herds; but the inhabitants are too few 
to extend the area of cultivation and 
too poor to make the most even 
of theland occupied. The soil, which is 
rich in many parts, would easily sup­ 
port double or treble the present*num­ 
ber if the methods of agriculture were 
improved and more capital put into the 
land. 
Between 1870 and 1879 tho 
population increased at the rate of 
1.69 per cent, perannum but the in­ 
crease took place principally in the 
towns, and I understand that the in­ 
crease in the interior lias been signifi­ 
cant. Nor is it likely to be otherwise 
until the means of internal communi­ 
cation have been considerably aug­ 
mented. 
It ‘baa been conclusively 
proved, if proof of such self-evident 
truth were needed, that given a popu­ 
lation mainly dependent on agricul­ 
ture, nothing is so certain to improve 
its condition as the development of 
roads and railways. 
But until the 
last few' years this axiom was unrecog­ 
nized in Greece. 
There was only one 
line of railway—from the Pir«eu3 to 
Athens—and roads were practically 
non-existent. 
The tracks that did 
duty for roads were in so execrable a 
condition that Edmond About de­ 
clared, in his ‘‘Hoi des M ontages," 
that the brigrand had to spend a por- 
of their plunder to maintain them, so 
as to render it at all possible for peo- 
nle to travel and be victimized. 


W hat Kept Lincoln Awake. 
During the darkest days of the war 
there was a squabble in Syracuse over 
the appointment of a postmaster. 
Two factions of the republican party 
had candidates, and each had sent 
to Washington numerously signed pe- 
j tit.ions for the appointment of its fa­ 
vorite. 
Finally, to get the matter 
i settled, a delegation, composed of the 
wealthiest men of the town and law­ 
yers, headed by General Leavenworth, 
j visited the national capital and se­ 
cured an audience with President Lin­ 
coln. General Leavenworth had care- 
! fully prepared his speech to Mr. Lin- 
j coin, and it ran something like this: 
“ Mr President: It is with great re­ 
luctance that we intrude upon you 
this morning. We appreciate the aw­ 
ful responsibilities of your position, 
and do not lorget that the very life of 
the nation is in your hands. 
But, 
I,ar‘ J Mr. President, the*people of the great 
loyal North are at your back, and 
they are praying, sir, that your life may 
be spared, and that you may be given 
strength to carry this war through to 
a successful issue.” 
Mf. Lincoln listened to 
General 
Leavenworth with some impatience 
until he reached this point, and then 
interruDted him with: 
“ I assure you, my dear sir, that it 
isn’t the wtir or the arms that i3 
worrying the life out of me; it is that 
Syracuse postoffice that is keeping me 
awake nights.’ 
General Leavenworth did not finish 
his speech. The delegation presented 
their case in the briefest manner, and 
felt more comfortable 
when they 
reached Pennsylvania avenue than 
they did in the presence of the pres* 
ident.

Practical Tree Culture. 
If arboriculture were entered into 
with as much enthusiasm and the 
same business like methods in this 
country as is displayed in Belgium, 
the result would not only be a benefit 
physically and 
ornamentally, 
but 
financially 
as 
well. 
In 
that 
country 
over 
2,417 
miles 
of 
territory have been 
planted with 
tree* 
since 
attention 
has 
been 
called to the matter by the govern­ 
ment. Tile total value of the trees is 
now estimated at four times the or­ 
iginal cost, and amounts to over 
$2,000,000. All varieties of deciduous 
trees have been cultivated, and with 
signal success. That is the kind of 
tree culture that this country needs. 
A few hundred shade trees, set out 
here and there in isolated localities, 
are good as far as they go. but as a 
future source of timber supply w ould 
be but a trifle compared with the de­ 
mand. If it is such asource ol profit in 
Belgium there is no reason why it 
should not be as valuable in this 
country. The time required in watch­ 
ing the young trees and caring tor 
them until they have reached 
a 
growth that warrants their future 
success amounts to but very little, 
and the financial return would abund­ 
antly compensate thearboricul turist. 


At a session of the Retiring Board of the 
United States army, held a t San Francis- 
co, the cases of Maj.

general In full, which very effectually disposed 
of Mr. Flem ing’s statement as erroneous, and is, 
most assuredly, a full vindication of all that Mrs. 
Veon set forth In her letter, and should have, in 
ail honor, settled the matter for good, as this one 
point was ail that was raised; and Mrs. Veon 
surely was ladylike about it, as she sim ply stated 
that his conclusions were erroneous (as they 
were ) Some would have used a harsher term 
all things considered (see letters in Diepatb), 
This, Mrs. Veon did, because of wbat all would 
consider a compulsory order from Mr. F. to 
teachers to use no other book than Smith's Prim­ 
er, and citing law for the same.

This machine was put to work 
against the body of snow, and though it 
fought at a disadvantage by having to 
run up the mountain slide on a grade of 
3<H» feet to the mile, it cleaned the track 
from one end to the other, a distance of 
ten miles, in one (lay.

the road are greatly pleased with it, and 
regard the feat performed bj’ the machine, 
of cleaning the track, as a satisfactory 
test of the plow. 
When the plow first 
struck the snow it marched steadily and 
uninterruptedly against it up thezig-zig 
path to the summit of the mountain, and 
thus opened the road without trouble.

Please allow u:e to m ake answer through your 
colum ns to certain uncom plim entary rem ark* 
m ade by our honorable school superintendent in 
hia answer to card of Mr*.

I 
will not weary you by quoting the entire iett- re, 
but will use just enough to dem onstrate facta, lid, 
Mr. Flem ing *aya in hi? lir«t letter to the teachers 
and school officer*; ‘‘The question arise*, w hat 
book* shall be used? to this there is in this state 
under the rulings of the attorney general but one 
answer. He has decided th at these books which 
were recom m ended by the state commissioner* 
are to be used.” lie then slate* that S m ith's prim ­ 
er is the book, and directs where it may be pro­ 
cured, and adds “ Let teachers rem em ber this 
aud use no other.” 
To this state men t of Mr. 
Flem ing, Mrs. Veon m ade answer claim ing a 
m isconception on the part of Mr. Flem ing, and 
quote* the language of the attorney general in 
proof, la which he (the attorney general) says, 
that the recom m endation of the hoard is only a d ­ 
visory, she quotes the opinion of tho attorney 
general is full, w hich very effectually disposed 
of Mr. Flem ing'* statem ent a* erroneous, and it, 
most assuredly, a full vindication of ail that Mrs. 
Veon set forth In ber letter, and should have, in 
all honor, settled the m atter for good, as this one 
point was all that was raised; and Mrs. Veon 
surely was ladylike about it, a* she sim ply stated 
that hia conclusions were erroneous (as they 
were.) Some would have used a harsher term 
all things considered (see letters in D ispath), 
T his, Mrs. Veon did, because of w hat ail would 
consider a compulsory order from Mr. F. to 
teachers to use no other book than Smith * Prim ­ 
er, and citing law for the same. 
No one can dis­ 
pute the fact that Mr. F. could not m aintain hia 
position ae taken, and there tbe m atter should 
have rested, but it did not. Let us se* why. In 
Mr. F 's answ er he says, am ong other things not 
so sarcastic, as follows: “ O rdinarily Mrs. Veon’s 
conclusion- on questions of law would be, I pre­ 
sum e, more correct than my ow n.”
